THE SPRINGFIELD RIFLES. 

Declare That Criticism of the Old 
Weapon is Ill Judged. 

Washington.—The ordnanoe officers 
of the Army are indignant at the state¬ 
ments that have appeared in the press, 
some of them attributable to high 
Army officers, questioning the merits 
of the Springfield rifle, with which a 
large projiortion of the American troops 
are arm^. These statements, they 
say, are calculated to do infinite harm 
among the volunteer forces, though the 
regulars know and like the old Kpring- 
fleld too well to distrust it now. 

The principal argument made against 
its employment by the critics is that 
its short range enables the Spanish 
armed with Mausers to pick off our 
men long before they get within the 
range of the Springfields. This is said 
to be based upon error. The Spring- 
field has a range of 8400 yards, which 
is only a few hundred yards short of 
the Mauser, and the former’s big 600- 
grain bullet is said to have greater 
killing power at the long ranges. 

The opinion of some good practical 
slodiers as to the respective merits of 
the Springfield and the modern small 
bore is shown by the fact that such 
able soldiers as Colonel Ray and 
Colonel Schuyler of New York, who 
are organizing independent regiments, 
have specially reqested the War De¬ 
partment to supply them with the 
former. A good deal has been said as 
to the superiority to smokeless powder 
used in the small-bore over the black 
powder of the Springfield, but one of 
tbe best ordnance experts in the War 
Department has declared that there are 
merits in both powders. In open fight¬ 
ing the smoke made by the Springfield 
often serves to obscure the martumen 
from a return fire, while tbe man 
armed with tbe smokeless weapon is 
exposed to aimed fire.

New York.—A disp.atch to the Tri¬ 
bune from London says: Military and 
naval exjierts arc cnable«l to exiiress 
their opinion rosiiocting the Santiago 
operations with clear knowlwlge of the 
facts. They are critical, but this does 
not imply unfriendliness to America, 
but merely an intense interest in the 
part of w ar. 

tine of the highest oHicers of the 
British army considers that (ieneral 
Shatter’s advance on Santiago was iiii 
prudent when his force was numerical¬ 
ly inferior to the requirements of 
the capture of the town by storm. He 
declares that Shafter on landing I'ught 
to have taken up a strong defensive 
ixisition, fortiflexl it and waited for re- 
enforceiuent aiid siege guns before, at¬ 
tempting ti) carry by storm the Spanish 
Ifosition. He believes that Shafter 
was in a critical ixisition after the bat¬ 
tle, and was only delivered by Cf- 
vera’s folly in pushing out of the har¬ 
bor and allowing Sampson to win a 
victory on tbe easiest terms. 

This high ollieer considers that the 
American campaign was not well 
planneil and that the serious loss of life 
was unnecessary. Other officers, while 
crediting the American .\rmy with 
splendid dash, valor and fortitude, are 
disiKised to criticise' what they consider 
grave indiscretions in the War Depart¬ 
ment in Washington in publishing 
Shafter’s urgent call for re-enforce¬ 
ments and in pronouncing a conflict in 
which the .American troops gaiiietl and 
held advanced positions a “drawn bat¬ 
tle.” 

Naval experts have nothing to say in 
criticism of Sampsim’s fleet, and mar¬ 
vel at the facility with which Cervera’s 
pow erful vesseU wore driven ashore 
ah^ SSStroyed. Tlie opinion expressed 
by journals like the Globe, that Samp¬ 
son ought to have enteretl Santiago 
harbor several weeks ago, and that 
there has been lack of co-opt'rat ion 
between the naval and military author¬ 
ities, is not shareil by any exjiert who 
is familiar with the approaches to the 
inner hay. 

The handling of the American fleet 
is considered hy skilled ollieers of the 
British navy as beyond the range of 
criticism. They do not admit that tlie 
battle has imich practical utility in its 
bearing upon naval warfare. For ex¬ 
ample, there is ninoh astonishment 
that tlie torpedo-boat destroyers should 
have provtxl ineffective, even against a 
steam pleasure yactht, but the deduc¬ 
tion is made that this proves nothing, 
sinco the Spaniards displayed no skill 
in using these vessels. 

Members of Parliament interested in 
naval matters assert that the compara¬ 
tive value of armoretl cruisers and bat¬ 
tle-ships is as much of a mystery as 
ever, since (.lervera’s fleet, w ith Eng¬ 
lish crews on board, might have sunk 
some of the most formidable of their 
opponents. 

William Allen, one of the most prac¬ 
tical naval experts in Parliament, con¬ 
tends that the Spanish navy is of no 
account in any engagement, since it 
has neither engineers nor mechanics 
comiietent for scientific warfare. Ho 
does not believe that Oaiuaru’s fleet 
will ever reach the Philippines. 


HOW DEWEY WAS GUIDED. 

Two Account* of the Famonn Kntry Into 
the Island Bny. 

When reviews the ^eat fi^ht 

of Manila Bay on .May 1, 1893, and 
sums up the elemental particulars of 
Dewey’s great naval victory, more than 
one paragraph will be devoted to the 
passage of the ships througli the tor¬ 
tuous chanuols into the harbor where 
the battle was fought.
